JERUSALEM—A vessel carrying 750 visaless Jewish immi- 
grants was en route to Haifa under the escort of two British 
destroyers. The warships which intercepted the immigrant 
ship far outside Palestine territorial waters, were summoned 
by reconnaissance piane which spotted the vessel making for 
Palestine.

Je"TER USALEM—One Jewish woman was killed, another Jew 


wounded, and thirty-six arrested this week in the vicinity of Tel 
Aviv in sporadic incidents during an unsuccessful attempt to draw 
attention from the landing of 240 visaless Jewish immigrants from 
a motor schooner bearing the name of Brigadier Orde Wingate, pro- 
Zionist British general who was killed in a plane crash during the 
war. 


The schooner, which was intercepted by a British destroyer in- 
side Palestine territorial waters, near Tel Aviv, was brought into 
Haifa flying the Union Jack and the blue-white Zionist flag. Its 
passengers were allowed to disembark under heavy military guard, 
and were immediately taken to a detention camp. The refugees, 
who boarded the vessel at a south Italian port, came from Hungary, 
Poland and other Eastern European countries. 


Vessel, Hagana Work Together 


As the vessel approached the Palestine coast, an attack took 
place on the northern police station at Tel Aviv, for the purpose 
of drawing the police away from the harbor area. Jewish resistance 
organizations also blocked all roads leading to the shore and laid 
mines at the railway crossing in the center of Tel Aviv. In some 
places they even removed railway tracks. The police opened fire with 
machine guns and later carried out extensive searches. 


An official communique issued by the Palestine Government 
says that the schooner “carrying some 240 illegal Jewish immi- 
grants” was intercepted late last night by the British destroyer 
“Chevron.” The communique gives the name of the schooner as 
“Kismet Adalla.” Eighty-nine of the immigrants were young women 
and the remainder young men. 


During the early ‘part of the evening, the communique con- 
tinued, a number of incidents occurred in various parts of the Lydda 
district. Twenty persons were arrested at the Tel Aviv shore for 
loitering. 


Building Surrounded; 3 Captured 


Near Sarona, which is in the vicinity of Tel Aviv, a police patrol, 
which challenged several persons who were acting suspicously, was 
met with rifle fire. They replied, pinning the suspects down to a 
nearby house into which they had fled. Three men were captured 
in the building, but the others escaped. A seriously wounded Jewish 
girl, Beracha Fluid, was found in the house. She died shortly after 
being taken to a hospital. 

A quantity of arms, and signs in Hebrew and in English read- 
ing: “Beware of Mines” were found near Sarona, the communique 
revealed. It reports that the neighboring roads were also mined. 
A number of streets in Tel Aviv were blocked—especially Dizengoff 
ccc cars parked cross-wise.

JERUSALEM—Spokesmen for Jewish and 


Arab labor groups. in Palestine testified this 
week before the Anglo-American inquiry com- 
mittee. 

Goldie Meirson, a leader of the Histadruth, 
the Jewish federation, stressed the Jewish com- 
munity’s readiness to accept as many immi- 


grants from Europe as are allowed to enter. 


Every Jew here, she said, will share his house 
and everything he owns with the newcomers. 
Questioned by Bartley Crum whether the Pal- 
estine Jews. were ready to accept 100,000 im- 
migrants in 1946, she replied affirmatively. 

Miss Meirson denied that a Jewish state 
would mean domination of the Arabs in the 
country. “It would be silly of us,” she said, 
“surrounded by Arab countries, to attempt to 
dominate an Arab minority in a Jewish state.” 

Asked to explain her concept of a Jewish 
state, she defined it as a state encompassing 
the whole of Palestine ‘in which Jews could 
rid themselves of the curse of always being a 
minority, and would live their own life, con- 
tributing, according to their ability, to man- 
kind’s happiness and welfare.” 


How Jews Feel Told Committee 
The Histadruth leader told the committee 


that the White Paper had prevented the rescue 
of thousands of Jews from Nazi-occupied Eu- 
rope. The Jews of Palestine, she stressed, had 
been compelled to sit by idly, while their breth- 
ren were being exterminated. “And now,” she 
added, “Jewish youth has its back pressed to 
the wall.” She also pointed to the large number 
of Jews who enlisted in the Allied forces, and 
challenged the Government to compare the fig- 
ure with the number of Arabs who had fought 
for the Allies. 

Queried as to whether the Histadruth di- 
rected its young members to join the Hagana, 
Miss Meirson replied that it was not the busi- 
ness of the Histadruth to recruit members for 
the Jewish defense group. “However,” she con-

tinued, “every Jew who feels responsibility for 
the fate of the Jews in Palestine, in face of the 
inadequate protection given by the Government, 
joins at his own free will.” To a question as to 
what the Hagana “was up against,” she an- 
swered: “At present almost everything, but I 
look forward to the time when Jews will be 
able to abandon it.” 

Miss Meirson said that Jewish youth had 
first come to Palestine 60 years ago—at a time 
when the doors of practically every country 
were open to immigration—because they wanted 
to live their own life, and do away with their 
helplessness and constant dependency. They 
harmed nobody by coming, she emphasized, 
pointing out that the first Arab trade unions 
were organized by Jews. 


Arab Leader Says Zionism “Imperialist Trick” 


Speaking for Arab labor, Sami Taha charged 
that Zionism is “an imperialist trick,” and as- 
serted that the Zionists were utilizing the 
slaughter of 6,000,000 Jews in Europe as part of 
their strategy. “Zionism,” he continued, “is an 
auxiliary instrument of imperialish, racism and 
Nazism, and Arab labor wholeheartedly sup- 
ports the national demands submitted by other 
Arab organizations.” 

The last witness heard was Emil Ghori, rep- 
resenting the Arab Higher Committee. Ghori 
reiterated the demands presented by other Arab 
spokesmen, including the return of the exMufti 
and other exiles. Declaring that parity with the 
Jews, or partition of any kind was unacceptable 
to the Arabs, he said: “We will not yield the 
smallest part of the country, not even Tel Aviv. 
The question of whether the country benefitted 
or not from the Jews is beside the point—we 
demand abrogation of the Balfour Declaration 
and the Mandate and the closing of the doors 
to even one more immigrant.” The Arabs will 
oppose the immigration of even one Jewish 
child or the crippled and the aged, he replied to 
a query from a committee member.

BEIRUT, Lebanon — Secret, 


written testimony submitted to

“Millions of inhab- 
itants in this part of the world 
are now following the work of 
your commission and wish you 
every success in removing one of 
the most flagrant acts of injus- 
tice and ending the sufferings of 
a martyred people,” the state- 
ment says.

"Head of German Colony 
Killed in Palestine

JERUSALEM — Gotthilf Wag- 
ner, former mayor of the German 
colony of Sarona, near Tel Aviv, 
and one of the leading Palestine 
Nazis, was shot to death as he 
journeyed from Sarona to Wil- 
helma, another 


German com- 
munity. Before the war he was a 
S. S. group leader. The Resist- 


ance Movement claimed credit for 
Wagner’s death. 

The attack took place on the 
outskirts of Tel Aviv. One man 
alighted from a taxi and ap- 
proached the car in which Wag- 
ner and a police escort were sit- 
ting, and opened fire. No one 
else in the car was hurt. The at- 
tacker immediately re-entered the 
taxi and fled Although Wagner 


was carrying over $3,000, no 
money was taken. 
Subsequently the “Voice of 


Israel” transmitter, which is op- 
erated by the Haganah, said Wag- 
ner was killed by members of the 
Jewish Resistance Movement. 
The broadcast declared that the 
Palestine Jewish community “will 
not tolerate Germans living here 
in a safe haven, while Jews are 
being deported without trial. It 
demanded that all Germans be 
deported from Palestine, that 
their property be confiscated and 
that demobilized Jewish service- 
men be settled on their land.

YOUNG Orthodox rabbi I once knew in Canada has sent me 
A a collection of his Hebrew poems and his picture. Object— 
publicity. Like matrimony, publicity sometimes has a further object 
ot its own. And money sometimes flows out of publicity just as 
children result from a marriage. The rabbi in question, I have since 
found out, has made it a habit of mailing his collection of Hebrew 
poems to every Jew in Canada within a certain minimum income 
he has ever met. Bill enclosed. 

I admired the rabbi’s picture better than his poetry. The He- 
brew language can take an awful lot of punishment. The beauty of 
its sounds, the poetic quality of its words and phrases and the varied 
connotations and associations many Hebrew words have acquired 
through the centuries—all these often combine with the reverence 
in which the language is held to make up for mediocre content or 
for the lack of it. But the kind of poetry in the rabbi’s book was too 
much even for the Hebrew language. 

The picture—that was different. I was going to make good use 
of it. Gabriel M. Cohen, publisher and editor of the best Anglo- 
Jewish weekly on the North American continent (barring not even 
the Jewish Standard of Toronto) has been pestering me for months 
to send him my photograph. I did not have a recent photo. So I 
decided to send him the rabbi’s. Nice little skull-cap. Nice flowing 
big long black beard. Nice, bright face. With inscription: M. Z. 
Frank.

BUT THEN two things happened. One, Gabe had met me in 
the meantime, so he could not have believed that I had grown such 
2 long beard in such a short time. Two, I mislaid the rabbi’s picture. 

Meantime, Gabe kept on pestering me. Finally, I received a 
letter offering me more pay if I send in my photo. That was worth 
an investment. So I went down to the Forward and asked, as a 
regular contributor for five years, to have my photo taken. Posing 
for a photo meant ten minutes off the regular time I spend kibbitz- 
ing with Zivion. And with my commitments and involvements, I 
have to put in a little work now and then. 

I left town for a few days to find a telegram on my return: 
Please rush photograph. Gabriel M. Cohen. So I rushed down to the 
Forward again, got them to make me up a photo and looked at it: 
For a column that tries so hardtobefunny and tries so hard to be 
ferocious, the face on the photo looked too darn solemn and too 
darn mild. The joke is still on Gabriel. So I mailed it to him.

MANY YEARS AGO, in my second year in Canada and during 
my summer vacation from first year college, I worked in a factory 
where there were mostly non-Jews. One fellow asked me about my 
nationality. I said I was a Russian Jew. The man first laughed, 
then sneered, then laughed again: “‘A Russian Jew,” he kept re- 
peating. Then he called out to others: “Do you know what this man 
is? He is a Russian Jew!” He stopped greeting me and always 
looked at me derisively after that. It took me some time to realize 
that in his stupid and narrow little mental world a Russian Jew 
was a combination of two things worthy of contempt. Intelligent 
people often have unreasonable prejudices, but, when taken to task, 
they usually try to rationalize them—to themselves as well as to 
others. This fellow was not sufficiently intelligent to try any ration- 
alization or explanation. He knew that the very sound of the words 
“Russian Jew” sounded funny and contemptible and that was enough 
for him. He wasn’t going to bother explaining. The very idea that 
a Canadian had to be placed at the same work bench with a Russian 
Jew was outrageous. 

Whenever Elmer Berger discusses Zionism, he reminds me of 
that Canadian fellow-workman of mine of years ago. His book is 
full of such rantings; “Why, this is Zionism. Isn’t that terrible?” 
No explanation why Zionism is so terrible seems to be necessary. 
Sometimes, however, Elmer makes an heroic attempt to think his 
prejudice through—and he stops half way. He never gets through. 
I find that in the Information Bulletin of the Council for Judaism 
for March, when Elmer reviews Gervasi’s book. Elmer’s review is 

on an incomparably higher intellectual level than Elmer’s book. In 
other words, the review is grossly immature in its thinking. 
* . * 


THERE ARE EXCERPTS in that Bulletin from an address by 
Van Dusen, from a letter by Dean Gildersleeve and from a letter by 
Dr. Birkhead. 

“Many of us” says Dr. Henry P. Van Dusen, President of the 
Union Theological Seminary, “‘know something of the problems of 
Palestine .. . from first hand observation. I have myself spent only 
a few days in Palestine.” The doctor learned “first hand” during his 
stay in Palestine that there are “millions” of non-Jews in that coun- 
try and many other “truths.” 

Dean Gildersleeve lets the cat out of the bag: 

“For a hundred years we have been building up in the Near 
East through our American colleges and universities and in other 
ways” etc. She is afraid to lose the good will of that class of Arabs 
whom the colleges won over. The other Arabs, the Arab masses, 
do not seem to exist for her. Colonial imperialism of a sort. 

But the prize goes to Dr. L. M. Birkhead, National Director of 
the Friends of Democracy. In a letter to Mr. P. Edward Roberts, 
of Hollywood, Cal., Dr. Birkhead says: “There are about thirteen 
different varieties of Zionism. More than half of them... are of 
the extreme nationalist variety. I am sure that, if the Zionists suc- 
ceed in getting a Jewish state in Palestine, American Jews will regret 
it. Any Jew who objects to anything in this country will then be 
reminded that he should go to Palestine, which is his country.”

PHILADELPHIA, Pa.—Six suggestions for combatting hate 


groups were offered by Maurice B. Fagan, executive director of the 
Jewish Community Relations Council, speaking at a seminar spon- 
sored by the Forum of Jewish affairs here. 

Fagan suggested that the public should give consideration to 
the following suggestions as a practical effort to combat the “anti” 
forces: 

(1) Registration of domestic agents or groups that distrib- 
ute propaganda. 

(2) Arriving at a definition of “obscene matter “that would 
bar hate literature from going through the mails. 

(3) Passage of group libel laws without jeopardizing the 
freedom of speech. 

(4) Setting up of method to ban anonymous attacks on 
individuals and groups. 

(5) The revealing of the identity of groups and individuals 
that finance hate organizations, 

(6) A local ordinance penalizing the distribution of hate 
literature by groups. 

Why Hate Groups Have Audience 

Hate group leaders will always have an audience and a follow. 
ing as long as there exist “bread and butter” fears among a large 
segment of the population, Fagan said. Economic insecurity and 
inequality lead to emotional maladjustments which make people 
listen to the promises and utterances of the “anti” propagandists. 

Fagan said that a federal program of adequate minimum wages, 
greater unemployment benefits, an annual wage and a real full em- 
ployment bill plus the liberalization of social securiy could do some- 
thing to counter-act the fears leaving people less susceptable to the 
hate propaganda. 

He urged greater participation of every individual in activity 
on many fronts to counter-act bigotry. 

No Negro Ever Rented or Bought New House 

On the local scene Fagan pointed out conditions that indicated 
many people were roused to some action only if the intolerance 
and bigotry hit them personally or their particular group. 

He pointed out that no Negro has been able to get office space 
in a center-city office building despite the fact that many of these 
office buildings were in the hands or management of Jews. 

No Negro has ever rented or bought a new house in Philadelphia. 
They are barred from living in certain neighborhoods. 

Department stores in center-city don’t employ Negroes, except 
in menial jobs, although some are owned by Jews. 

Certain unions do not admit Negroes to membership. 

Two of Three Papers Use Discriminatory Phrases 

The Philadelphia Record is the only daily paper in the city that 
does not use discriminatory phrases in its news stories or advertise- 
ments. The Evening Bulletin, Inquirer and Daily News do, Fagan 
revealed. 

These things exist because people don’t do anything about them, 
he asserted. 

In answer to a question whether he knew of any rabbi, minister 
or priest during the recent strike here who took any action such as 
joining a picket line or preaching a sermon favoring the union side, 
Fagan said that he did not know definitely but he thought that if 
such an action, such as joining the picket line were taken, he would 
have heard of it. 

In elaborating on the answer Fagan said that in his opinion the 
synagogues have attracted primarily the middle class and have not 
reached the workers. He also expressed the opinion that many rabbis 
fail to do enough work in neighborhoods on immediate neighborhood 
needs.

This Week in Jewish History 


By HARRY CUSHING 





EATH of Joseph Caro, Codi- 
fier of Rabbinical Judaism. 
Born in the Iberian peninsula 
just before the edict of expul- 
sion, Caro was taken by his par- 
ents on a series of wanderings 
which finally ended in 
settlement in Turkey. 
His astonishing mas- 
tery of Talmudic lit- 
erature won for him a wide rep- 
utation. After spending a score 
of years exploring the sources of 
every Jewish law and adding to 
them the commentaries of the 
middle ages, he published his 
“Beth Joseph.” After Caro had 
settled in Palestine, he made up 
his mind to make his commen- 
tary available for popular use. It 
was his contention that nothing 
could so well preserve Jewish 
unity in the chaos of the dias- 
pora as a compact code of the 
law. He thus toiled for many 
years to prepare his “Shulchan 
Aruch” (“A Prepared Table’). 
The great code of Joseph Caro 
was finally published in 1567. It 
eclipsed every previous compila- 
tion and became the most impor- 
tant religious influence in mod- 
ern Jewish history. According to 
Reform Jewish leaders, the Shul- 
chan Aruch “put Judaism in a 
strait jacket” nevertheless, it has 
served, as Caro intended it, as 
a bond of union for scattered 
and disunited Israel. Its meticu- 
lous regulation of activity re-em- 
phasized the old Jewish principle 
that religion and life were closely 
associated.

Death of Isaac Mayer Wise, 
Father of American Reform Ju- 
daism. Wise came to America 
from Bohemia, where he was born 
on March 29, 1819. For 45 years 
he served as spiritual leader of 
Congregation B’nai Yeshurun in 
Cincinnati and it was this minis- 
try which profoundly influenced 
the development of 
March 26, Jewish life in Amer- 
1900 ica. Wise was a firm 
believer in adaptation, 
and he introduced a number of 
reforms in ritual and service. His 
revised prayer book, “Minhag 
America,” Was used by Reform 
congregations for many years. 
Despite his Reform enthusiasm, 
Rabbi Wise would not sacrifice 
old traditions to pure theory; and 
while he fought the conservatives 
to accomplish reform, he fought 
the radicals to maintain tradi- 
tions which had been glorified by 
the devotion of the ages. Wise’s 
genius did not lie in original the- 
ology. He was primarily an or- 
ganizer. He founded the Union 
of American Hebrew Congrega- 
tions in 1873. He established the 
Hebrew Union College in 1875, 
which recently observed its 70th 
anniversary, and in 1899 he was 
founder of the Central Confer- 
ence of American Rabbis which 
resulted from his appeal for an 
authoritative synod of Reform 
rabbis to govern religious life in 
America. Wise was active in pa- 
triotic work and was friendly 
with Abraham Lincoln and other 
leading personalities of his day.

TO ERECT SEVEN HOSPITALS

YORK—The Joint Distribution Committee is inaugurat- 
ing a $1,000,000 program of medical relief in the Soviet Union and 
has already shipped five billion Oxford units of penicillin under the 
terms of an agreement reached recently by the J. D. C. with the 
Russian Red Cross and Red Crescent Societies, it was said here. 


Dr. Joseph C. Hyman, execu- 
tive vice-chairman, disclosed that 
the J. D. C. “will equip five 500- 
bed hospitals and two 250-bed in- 
stitutions in the Ukraine and 
White Russia, areas in which 
large numbers of the Jewish per- 
sons in Russia are now living.” 


Supplies for the hospitals are 
now being purchased in the Unit- 
ed States. They will be complete- 
ly equipped with basic operating 
room and sterilizing room sup- 
plies; surgical instruments and 
accessories; laboratory equip- 
ment; diagnostic and therapeutic 
X-ray equipment and accessories; 
dental units; physiotherapy ap-

Death of Hai Gaon. The Gaonim 
were the heads of the great Tal- 
mudic academies in Mesopotamia 
where they and the Exilarchs 
were the leaders of Jewish life 
in the period following the com- 
pletion of the Talmud. 
The institution 
reached its greatest 
power during the 
leadership of Saadia Gaon who 
died in 942. The last important 
personalities to serve as Gaonim 
were Shrira, author of the fa- 
mous historical epistle on the 
transmission of rabbinical tradi- 
tion, and his son Hai, who sue 
ceeded his father about the year 
1000 and who died on March 28, 
1038. A tradition suggests that 
Hai’s death took place about the 
same time of the birth of Rashi, 
who raised the status of German 
and French scholarship and Jew- 
ish religious life to the position 
hitherto occupied by the Jewish 
community of Babylon.

AL SEGAL Speaks on STICKING THE NECK OUT | 





By PHINEAS J. BIRON 











Jews and Negroes in the South 
HAT attitude do Jews in the deep South take toward their 
colored neighbors? Are Southern Jews, as a group, more 
tolerant and friendly to the Negro than are other whites? I attempt 
to answer these questions and others which ensue therefrom, in an 
article in the current issue of THE RECONSTRUCTIONIST. Yet 
there are some statements in that article which may be open to 
question on the basis of new information which has come to me in 
the interval since it was written. 

The article says: “You will find no Jews taking any part in 
organized anti-Negro activity, nor are there any among the lynchers 
or the mobs who so disgrace Southern civilization.” 

Only last month I received authentic information of an occur- 
rence in a large Southern city. As the result of a dispute between 
a Negro and a Jewish merchant, the former shot and seriously in- 
jured the Jew. The assailant escaped. Brothers of the injured Jew, 
however, vowed vengeance, drove off in their car to the other side 
of town, approached the first colored man, and pumped him full 
cf lead. They didn’t get the right man, they knew, but at least 
they were revenged. 

* * * 

TO MY KNOWLEDGE, this is the only instance of such conduct 
on the part of Jews in the South. At worst, the sin of southern 
Jewry has been that they subscribed passively to the prejudice and 
injustice of their white friends. Such passivity, of course, must 
make them accomplices. 

The major reason for Jewish acceptance of anti-Negro dis- 
crimination is their fear of being different. The Jews are anxious 
to blend into the majority. A policy of friendship toward Negroes 
would earn for them the scornful epithet of “nigger lovers,’ and 
mark them as men apart. Similar motives, of course, are behind 
Jewish efforts at assimilation. 

A second reason for the Jews’ failure to resist the prejudice 

- may be found in their inferiority complex. The presence of another 
group in the community, more on the defensive than their own, a 
group which can be hated and despised, serves to feed the very 
natural desire for superiority, with which sociologists are familiar. 
The presence of the “inferior” Negro makes the timorous Jew more 
sure of himself. He is no longer the worst and the least of men. 
There is at least another rung on the ladder below him. 

A third factor, even more shameful, is the feeling that the 
colored man provides a substitute scapegoat. If not for his presence 
ali the prejudices, ignorance, intolerance which he now absorbs, 
might have been directed against the Jews.

THE WHOLE SUBJECT is packed with dynamite, of course. 
Was it not so long ago that The Jewish Post reported the unwilling- 
ness of one or more Southern rabbis to participate in a symposium 
on the subject? Perhaps the article in THE RECONSTRUCTIONIST 
will open it to intelligent public discussion. 

The problem is not an academic one—nor even merely a moral 
or ethical one. I firmly believe that one of these days there is going 
to be a terrible showdown in the South. And as matters now stand 
Jews will be trapped by their environment and will become closely 
identified with forces of reaction and intolerance. Nothing could 
be more damaging to our integrity. The time to resist this trend 
is now, and it is earnestly to be hoped that Southern Jewish editors, 
teachers, rabbis, community leaders will embark upon an active 
and vigorous campaign to eradicate from their midst the taint of 
anti-Negro prejudice they have picked up from their neighbors.

ELL, here’s where I stick my neck out 
again, but then if a neck isn’t stuck out 
it never gets hit and its a pusilanimous neck 
that’s afraid of being hit. In a free society a 
neck, particularly a journalistic neck exists to 
be hit. One of the pleasures of a free society 
is to be allowed to stick the neck out and the 
one who is afraid to doesn’t deserve his neck 
or the freedom of the society in which he lives. 
With these meditations I stick my neck out 
far to remark that I think it’s all right that 
the Union of American Hebrew Congregations 
(Reform) recently decided to stick to religion 
and to take no part in Jewish politics, either 
for or against a Jewish state in Palestine. 

(Shortly a lot of indignant letters will fall 
on my neck which, after i 
a long experience of be- 
ing hit, knows how to 
take everything.) 

Sure, it’s about time 
Jews went back to the 
old homestead where 
Jewish religion was the 
main element of being a 
Jew. It had to do exclus- 
ively with a lot of senti- 
mental and ethical matters; with candlesticks 
on Sabbath eve; with special foods on Purim 
and gifts on Chanuka; with a festive dinner on 
the Passover; with personal righteousness. 

In my youth these festal occasions were 
among the main things of Judaism. We knew 
nothing of politics; there were no_ political 
arguments when Jews got together. We knew 
Judaism as a way of good life, of being a 
decent man, of doing all you could to‘go along 
and make a better world out of this. 

You didn’t set another Jew aside on account 
of ideologies. The only ideology was the sweet 
eonsolation of religious Judaism itself. It made 


a courageous and effective Jew out of you. 
* * * 





YES, THERE WERE ZIONISTS; they weren't 
intransigent nationalists, though. Palestine 
was something of their spiritual being; it had 
to do with cultural ideals, with the brave hope 
that Palestine could be made again a good land 
of milk and honey for people for whom the 
European scene, particularly Russia, offered 
no happy prospect. They didn’t talk of politics, 
of power, of a Jewish state. There could be no 
controversies in Israel on the idea of Pales- 
tine as a happy place for some Jews. 

If you were a Reform Jew your Judaism en- 
compassed Messianic ideals of Judaism. You 
believed in a good, new world in which, every- 
where, Jews would have an equal part and 
would go along with all other men to make it 
good. It was a doctrine of universal brother- 
hood in which Jews would be brothers with 
everybody else. This was the preaching of the 
Reform rabbis. 

There was no idea of the Jews being a separ- 
ate people. Jewish religion was one of the ways 
of life by which men were seeking the common

To Jews who have lived a long time the 
more recent manifestations of Judaism have 
been distressing. This isn’t the Judaism they 
ss ye up on. That Judaism wasn’t a 

olitical debating socie 
Snes Mes sy g lety. Not that they love 

Palestine is in their hearts as the cradle of 
their faith, as the place that can be made a 
sanctuary for multiudes of the homeless if 
misguided men will refrain from ruining every- 
thing by truculent claims of Jewish nationalism 
in a Jewish state. 

It has come to pass in the recent years that 
religion seems to be.the least of being Jewish, 
Even rabbis have been talking politics. Their 
more important outgivings are more like poli- 
tical campaign speeches. Seldom are heard the 
old sermons that told a Jew what being a Jew 
was all about; little or nothing of the old re- 
ligion that guided men to the Spiritual and 
moral purposes of being a Jew. Jews talk 
politics and Judaism has become empty of its 
traditional religious and ethical content. To 
be a Jew seems to be a matter of belonging 
to some party or other. Judaism can be nothing 
attractive to the young when it is a political 
ideology for or against something. The educat- 
ed young can think of politics only in the in- 
ternational scene or in their cities, countries, 
states and nation. 

* * * 

YES, IT’S GOOD that the Union of American 
Hebrew Congregations has decide to stick ex- 
clusively to religion. This is to say, it is tak- 
ing no political side on the matter of a Jew- 
ish state, though with all men of good will it 
stands firm-footed for a Palestine made good 
for as many homeless Jews as can be settled 
there. 

There is need for the ethical lights of Jew- 
ish religion in a world that stumbles around 
in the darkness without spiritual and moral 
illumination. It’s a time to stir the tired spirits 
of men toward a crusade for righteousness in 
the world; it’s a time for the illumination of 
religion. 

The Federal Council of Churches (Protes- 
tant) understands this and its recent manifesto 
for international peace and justice burst daz- 
zling on the weary eyes of mankind. The Pope 
in the recent consistory projected the religious 
ideal of a good world based on justice and com- 
passion. 

In this moment of gravest crisis when re- 
sponsible leaders of other faiths speak prophet- 
like to the world, the voice of Judaism scarcely 
is heard. Israel is away at his own intra-mural 
quarreling. Israel, heir of the prophets! Israel 
has forgotten his religion. 

True, the Union of American Hebrew Con- 
gregations did give out a brave statement about 
making a better world out of this but it went 
quite unnoticed in the tumult of debate in the 
house of Israel. 

Well, my neck is out and let the blows fall.

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JEWISH FISHERMEN IN GALILEE 


WAS NIGHTFALL when an 

American traveler, Dorothy 
Kahn Bar-Adan, first set foot in 
the little fishing village of Hulata 
on Lake Galilee in Palestine. The 
year was 1943. This is what she 
wrote of her impressions: 

“Our eye was first caught by 
the rows of nets hanging along 
the lake bank and the boats an- 
chored to the little quay. So, 
after a lapse of centuries, Jewish 
fishermen have returned to their 
ancient chraft in Galilee. For a 
while we watch the young woman 
who is skillfully unraveling the 
tangled nets and mending the 
tears. The fishermen will go out 
at 10 o’clock tonight, she says, 
and the nets must be in order. 

“The settlement consists of a 
dining hall, the Children’s House, 
and a number of huts. In addi- 
tion, there is a separate “quarter” 
of reed huts... . These take care 
of the overflow, for there are not 
enough rooms in the huts for all 
the settlers who now number 
about one hundred. 

“We saunter down to the river 
bank. It is after work and the 
members are enjoying their free 
time. We are invited into one of 
the reed “‘castles”-—it is amazing 
how a bookshelf, a vase of flowers 
and a colorful cover on the divan 
transforms this most primitive 
of dwellings into a home. ...

“IN THE HUT we hear the his- 
tory of Hulata which is now five 
years old. It was founded by 
graduates of the “youth immigra- 
tion” (Youth Aliyah), young peo- 
ple who were brought out from 
Germany and trained in Tel Hai. 
. . . After completing their two 
years’ training course they de- 
sired to strike out for themselves 
and chose this spot. Together 
with the first group of twenty 
German refugees were ten Pal- 
estinians. The number has in- 
creased—and also the nationali- 
ties—there are now youth from 
Latvia, Persia and Damascus. 

“Although this is primarily a 


fishing village, many of the mem- 
bers engage in farming... . 

“As for the fishing, we heard 
this story from one of the young 
fishermen in the evening. They 
came five years ago full of ro- 
mantic notions about being fish- 
ermen in Galilee, but with no 
more practical knowledge of fish- 
ing than a baby. ... Now they 
are full-fledged fishermen. Their 
teacher was an Arab fisherman, 
an old-hand. He it was who 
taught them to throw and net 
and to guide their craft on stormy 
nights, and there are plenty of 
stormy nights in the winter. But 
now they have progressed beyond 
their teacher, introducing modern 
methods which increase the haul. 

“Our fisher lad earnestly ex- 
plains the various methods used. 
They have tried their luck at 
breeding and are pleased with the 
results. ...

IT IS 10 O’CLOCK—time to 
push off for the night fishing. We 
walk down to the quay where 
shadowy figures are moving 
about. Here are four boats and 
four fishermen in each boat. Here 
is the crew of one boat: Shmuel 
from Latvia; Aaron from Persia; 
Peter from Germany; Abraham 
from Tel Aviv. Shadowy figures 
arrange the nets and the boats 
are silently swallowed up by night 
and water. 

“At 6 o’clock the next morning 
just as the sun is rising over 
the mountains the little craft re- 
turns. Now there is movement. 
The fish are quickly removed to 
ice chests. And again the nets 
must be cleaned and mended. 

“Now the little village is wide- 
awake. Some have left for the 
fields. Some are making bricks 
from mud and straw. The duck- 
herd is taking her brood to the 
lake. And, in a shed, hands are 
busily cutting and hooking 800 
pieces of bait. 

“Our bus leaves at 8 o’clock. 
Our tour of Upper Galilee has 
ended.

E went to a Mother's Study Meeting of 

the grade school our children attend. 
One of the announced subjects for discussion 
was “Overcoming Prejudice.” My friend and I 
were prepared with a plan to suggest if the 
discussion was sincere. And it was. The moth- 
ers, all but four of whom were gentile, seemed 
genuinely anxious to free their children and 
themselves from prejudices. They talked all 
around anti-Semitism, but did not mention the 
Jew, probably in deference to our feelings. 

Someone said, “Isn’t it true that ignorance 
about other people is one of the chief causes of 
prejudice?” 

That was our cue.

SINCE THE STUDENT BODY in our school 
is composed of white children, Christian and 
Jewish, the problem is simply a matter of the 
two religious groups understanding one an- 
other. The times the feelings of difference be- 
comes acute are holidays, particularly Easter 
and Christmas. There is always doubt in the 
Gentiles’ minds as to whether the Jewish chil- 
dren should be asked to take part in the plays 
or be invited to the holiday parties. And there 
is doubt in the Jewish minds as to whether the 
children should be in the plays or accept in- 
vitations to see the Christmas tree. 

The Jewish people, we told them, celebrate 
Passover around their Easter time and Cha- 
nukah around Christmas. These holidays have 
dramatic stories behind them and a colorful 
zeremony connected with their celebration. 

If we could combine a Christmas and a Cha. 
nukah program in December and an Easter and 
a Passover program in the Spring, all of the 
children would have acceptable parts in the 
celebrations and could enjoy the whole pro-

ONCE THE CHILDREN realize that both 
holidays have beauty and meaning, the sSelf- 
consciousness is gone. If the program can be 
repeated for the Parent-Teachers Group, it is 
to be hoped that the self-consciousness in that 
group will go too. 

Then the children will be free to invite one 
another to their home celebrations, and each 
will know that “My own holiday is a wonderful 
thing for me—and my friend’s holiday is a 
wonderful thing for him.” 

NOTE TO ADULTS—It is heartwarming to 
see how promptly and generously Jewish wom- 
en are responding to the SOS for food, cloth- 
ing, and notions. 

Many food stores where Jewish women buy 
have set up a barrel on the floor to remind 
customers to drop in a package of food for 
overseas before they leave the store. I know 
of three barrels which have already been filled 
in stores where I shop. 

In addition many women place a container 
in their kitchens—-a paper bag or box, and 
every time they prepare dinner, they drop in a 
can of food. When they mend, they put in a 
paper of pins or thread. When they return from 
the store, they save out a comb or pencil or 
some household notion for their own collection 
box. The containers fill up very quickly if we 
want them to. Then when we go to a meet- 
ing, we really have something to bring. If our 
containers get too full and heavy, the SOS chair- 
men will be happy, they say, to come and pick 
them up for us.

I have become progressively 
more worried of late by the grow- 
ing awareness of the tragic pro- 
portions which the break-down in 
Jewish living has reached. More 
and more Jews are today observ- 
ing less and less. Shabbos, Kash- 
rus, private and public worship 
and all the other poetic rituals 
and ceremonials which should 
beautify and hallow our lives 
have been so widely discarded, 
that anyone sensitive to Jewish 
values must be filled with a sense 
of deep apprehension over the 
future fate of Judaism. Were the 


disregard for Jewish ritual disci- 


pline confined only to the unafil- 
iated, we might perhaps allay our 
fears somewhat by pointing to 
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bership in a Synagogue has ceased 
to signify personal piety and con- 
secration. In too many instances 
is it impossible to distinguish the 
affiliated Jew from the unafiliated 
one on the basis of ceremonial 
observance; for in both cases ev- 
ery trace of ritual practice has 
been all but obliterated. 


This collapse of our ceremonial 
structure has denuded our lives 
of that elemental sense of holi- 
ness which alone can redeem it 
from the drabness and the secu- 
larization of our society. It has 
de-spiritualized the Jewish home 
and robbed it of that grace and 
warmth and shining beauty that 
used to fill the humblest of Jew- 
ish homes and converted them 
into spiritual warehouses and 
fortresses. It has reduced Juda- 
ism from an inspiring way of 
living to a colorless way of speak- 
ing. 

In the face of this terrifying 
situation I sometimes delude my- 
self with the hope that we will 
be able to recapture through our 
children the ground we lost by 
their parents’ disorderly retreat. 
But this tempting delusion intox- 
icates the soul only momentarily. 
Very soon the sobering and haunt- 
ing sense of realism returns with 
its irrefutable argument that if 
the fathers and mothers do not 
return to the Jewish way of life, 
it is vain to hope that the sons

in the religious classroom but his 
parents who are the real heros 
he worships and whose lives touch 
his almost constantly. To expect 
Judaism to take root in the heart 
of a child whose parents have 
not by precept and example ferti- 
lized his soul is about as futile 
as to expect a seed to grow ona 
concrete pavement. 


This then is the problem. If 
our Synagogues are to be monu- 
ments to Jewish living and not 
mausoleums of a Judaism that is 
all but dead in us; if the Rabbi 
is to feel that his ministry is 
vital because he is the diffuser 
of a Jewish spirit that is dynam- 
ic rather than the lonely guardian 
of a once-proud flame now being 
smothered to extinction; in short 

—if Judaism is to survive, it must 
be revived in us, in us the parents. 
Unless we ourselves absorb some 
of the sacred fire from the altar 
of the Synagogue into our homes 
and lives to ennoble and adorn 
them; unless we release the Rab- 
bi from the spiritual solitary con- 
finement which he now endures; 
we shall be wasting our efforts in 
dedicating Torahs and building 
Synagogues. Important as Torahs 
are, Torah observers are far 
more so; desperately as we need 
Synagogues, we need Synagogue 
worshippers even more so. The 
salvation of Judaism will only 
come through the Jew. The sal- 
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SPARAGUS comes with spring and makes a delicious addition 

to any meal of meat, poultry, fish or cheese. It is a very 

versatile vegetable. It can be the foundation of a satisfying meat- 

less meal, or the basis of luncheon salad. It can be used for a cream 

soup or served as an attractive garniture around a roast. In short, 

here are a few ways in which asparagus brings Spring into your 
kitchen and glamour to the table. 


Cream of Asparagus Soup 

3 tablespoons butter or substitute, 3 tablespoons flour, 3 cups 
milk, 1 cup vgetable liquid, I teaspoon salt, % teaspoon onion salt or 
1 teaspoon onion juice, 2 cups finely diced or sliced asparagus. 

Wash and cut fresh asparagus from the tips to beginning of 
woody section. Dice or slice the tender section. Add % cup cold 
water and cook in a covered pot 5 to 8 minutes. 

Blend melted butter with fiour in a saucepan over low heat, 
Stirring to prevent browning. Stir in the milk till smooth. Add 
seasoning and the drained asparagus bits. Cook 3 minutes, stirring 
lightly. Add the asparagus liquid, adding water to make a cupful 
if needed. Cook 3 minutes longer and serve with croutons, salted 
crackers or toast. Garnish with minced parsley, chopped green 
onions, a dash of paprika or grated cheese. Serves. 4. 

Asparagus With Sauce Vinaigrette 

1 bunch asparagus (about 2 Ibs.), 42 teaspoon salt, cold water, 
1 .nch deep in pot. 

Sauce Vinaigrette: 4 tablespoons butter, substitute or oil; 2 
tablespoons lemon juice or vinegar, 42 teaspoon dry mustard or. 1 
teaspoon prepared mustard, 2 hard cooked eggs, chopped, 1 teaspoon 
minced parsley or green onion, % teaspoon salt, a dash of white 
pepper, optional. 

Cook the washed asparagus in a covered double boiler top, us- 
ing enough cold water to come 1 inch up the side of pot. Stand 
the asparagus upright, tying in the middle to hold them together. 
Cooking over moderate heat with the cover on tight will steam this 
vegetable in about 20 minutes, or less, depending on the thickness 
of stalks. Add salt after boiling begins. Prepare the sauce while 
the vegetable cooks. Cook the eggs hard. Combine mustard, lemon 
juice, salt and pepper by stirring with a fork. Beat with a rotary 
beater, adding oil or melted butter while beating. Add minced pars- 
sley or choppea green onion, and fold in the chopped hard cooked 
eggs lightly. Arrange chilled drained asparagus on a bed of lettuce, 
heap the sauce over the center section and garnish with parsley. 
Serves 5 or 6. 

Asparagus Salad 

Arrange cooked, drained and chilled tips of asparagus on a bed 
of shredded lettuce, chicory or water cress. Placing the tips like 
wheel spokes, tips outward, makes an attractive dish. Arrange sliced 
hard cooked eggs in a ring between the spokes, near the tips. Add 
sliced red radishes from the egg slices to center. Garnish with pitted 
and pimento stuffed green olives and serve with mayonnaise or

THE LIVES OF FAMOUS FOLK 


Jack Benny’s first words before a microphone were: “Ladies 
and gentlemen, this is Jack Benny talking. There will be a slight 
pause while you say, ‘Who Cares?’” Actually, millions did— 
enough to put Benny in the top drawer of radio and film come- 
dians. Jack has built a lot of gags around his ability to play the 
violin—particularly his solo, “Love in Bloom.” Althouzh he 
grinds out scratchy, discordant notes for comedy purposes, he 
really can play the fiddle; in fact, that’s the way he started his 
vaudeville career at the age of 17. Jack was born on Valentine’s 
day in the year 1894 to a family named Kubelsky. The big event 
occurred in Chicago, but the Kubelskys took the baby back home 
to Waukegan, Ill., and there Jack stayed for 17 years. At the 
age of 6 he got his first violin. He spent his high school days 
working in his father’s haberdashery and practicing his viclin 
after school hours. Benny had been in vaudeville about eight 
years when World War I came along.: The Navy then gave 
Jack a job as an entertainer—to raise money. He plugged along 
as a violin-playing sailor until at one performance he made a few 
cracks to the audience—with terrific response. From then on the 
violin solos became fewer, the gags more abundant. After the 
Armistice he went back to the stage as a monologuist; started in 
pictures in 1929, and in 1932 Jack Benny, Radio Star, was born. 
In 1942 more than 1,000 New York and Hollywood celebrities 
paid tribute to him in a coast-to-coast broadcast honoring his 
10th year in radio. That year, too, his salary from radio reached 
an estimated $350,000 and from films $200,000. During World 
War II Benny headed a troupe on a long tour to overseas bases 
in Europe and the South Pacific. Jack and Mary Livingston, 
partner in his weekly broadcast, were married in 1927. They 
have one adopted daughter.

To 
pick an all-star basketball club seems impossible, but it can 
be done conceivably with the help of coaches, writers, and sports- 
casters. The J.T.A. has selected its All-American club with the aid of 
a board of experts including Eddie Gottlieb of the Philly Sphas, Abe 
Saperstein of the Harlem Globe Trotters, L.I.U.’s Clair Bee, Ray

Our team has height, shooting ability, and is alert on de- 
fense.

But—he is still head and shoulders above his 
competitors. A prolific scorer, Harry specializes in the pivot shot. 
He whirls off the post to dump his shots. In addition, he has an un- 
canny knack of shooting two handers over his head. Of course, with 
his height of 6 feet 9 inches, he is tough under both the defensive 
and offensive boards, snaring defensive rebounds and tapping in 
teammates’ miscues. He was second to Goldsmith, in scoring, in 
the Met area.

pound for pound the best all around player in the country. Sid 
is a play maker, a shooter, and a wizard on defense. Assigned to 
guard the toughest men facing N.Y.U. Sid had little difficulty 
controlling such shooting stars as Klier, Notre Dame and Robin- 
son of Baylor, His play making, setting up easy shots for For- 
man and Mangiapane were the task of Madison Square Garden, 
all season long. At times Tanenbaum’s shooting seemed to be on 
a par with Goldsmith’s. Whenever the defense was hard to 
crack, Sid lofted set shots from the mid court with amazing ac- 
curacy to force the enemy to loosen up and come out to stop him. 


Chuck Allen, the bespectacled DePaul University guard, was the 
playmaker on the team which built its offense around the Great 
George Mikan. It was Allen’s duty to get that ball into Mikan’ on 
the pivot so that big George could lay the ball through the net 
easily. Charlie was the “digger” of the club, fighting to gain pos- 
session of the ball. He is a fair shot who sacrificed his own scoring 
opportunities in order to set up plays for other members of the 
team. Coach Ray Meyer says, “Allen is one of the most underrated 
players in the mid-west. His play is so consistent from game to 
game that few of the fans give him a second thought. He is what 
I would call a player’s player.” 


Paul Schmones, City College’s captain, is an ideal Nat Hol- 
man player type. He drives forty minutes of every game, in- 
tercepts passes, is a good set shot, and a master of the “give 
and go” type of play Nat Holman teaches. Ed Lerner, the run- 
ning mate of Schmones on the second five, is one of the most 
promising freshman players in the country. Making the veteran 
Temple team in his first year was considered quite a feat around 
Philadelphia. Lerner forced a three-year vet to bench. He is 
strong under both boards, a good set shot and cagy on defense. 
Assistant Temple coach, Harry Kitwack, predicts a brilliant court 
future for the boy.

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The Editor's Chair, 


Carl Alpert has a very fine col- 
umn in this week’s paper, and it 
brings to mind a conversation I 
had with an Atlanta Jewish lead- 
er less than a month ago. But be- 
fore I go into that, I want to 
take issue with Carl on a con- 
cession he seems to make in his 
article in The Reconstructionist 
as to just how far Jews should 
go in taking up the cudgel for 
the Negro. “One of the South’s 
best known Jewish leaders,” 
Carl writes, “after reading a 
first draft of this article, and 
agreeing that it accurately repre- 
sented the state of affairs, ex- 
pressed some doubt as to whether 
it should be «published. He of:- 
fered an interesting warning, not 
devoid of wisdom: In the South- 
ern inter-racial movement Jews 
should not be the leaders, but 
should be with the leaders. Mor- 
ally and ethically we ought not 
hesitate at all, but as a matter 
of practicl politics, our activity, 
if carried on alone will hurt the 
Negroes (and us) rather than 
help.” 

I think that no more consider- 
ation Carl would disown this 
thought. That it has a tendency 
towards cowardice is only the 
slightest objection to it. Judaism 
must lead, not either follow or 
merely go along. Carl is in a 
sense, and he calls it practicality, 
asking for second class citi- 
zenship. It probably sounds 
dramatic to say it, but don’t 
Jews always quote the prophets 
to show how their concern was 
with the underdog, ‘the down- 
- trodden and the underprivileged? 
How long would the prophets 
have been remembered had they 
merely been willing to go along 
with the other leaders? 

This brings me up to the point 
of my conversation with the At- 
lanta Jewish leader. He was tell- 
ing about a “Northerner” who 
at a B’nai B’rith convention, 
came up with some very much 
pro-Negro motion. The Atlanta 
man immediately rose to the 
floor to say that this was not the 
time to espourse the cause of the 
Negro publicly, etc, etc. Then 
two years later, the same North- 
erner arose with the same mo- 
tion. This time our Atlanta man 
asked for the floor again. And 
this time he seconded the motion, 
pointing out that in the interim 
many southern editors, and much 
vocal Southern opinion had 
adopted the position being advo- 
cated. 

I didn’t argue with the man, 
but it shows how ludicrous is 
Carl’s point. 

And that brings me to an arti- 
ele written by Paul Robeson ex: 
elusively for The Jewish Com- 





munity Bulletin of San Fran- 
cisco. And while my mind is 
working, I might tell you about 
the treasurer of one of our na- 
tional religious bodies who told 
me he didn’t like the name of 
the Jew and the Negro associated 
together. 


By PAUL ROBESON 

“Speaking as a Negro. I know 
that what happens to the Jew- 
ish people is my first line of de- 
fense. If there are quotas in 
schools for Jews, there will be 
stricter quotas for Negroes. If 
the Jew is merely tapped on the 
shoulder, the Negro will be hit 
hard. 

“The enemy of the Negro and 
the Jew is a common one. He is 
the enemy of all minorities~ 
whether they be racial or re- 
ligious. If we are to fight him, 
we need the combined force of 
all minorities. 

“There is nothing that would 
give greater support to the 
forces enslaving us than to allow 
the growth of anti-Jewish forces 
among Negroes. 

“That is what I would tell my 
own people, if I were to address 
a meeting to fight anti-Semitism 
among Negroes. Any Negro who 
is an anti-Semite has an axe to 
grind or has fallen prey to Fas- 
cist ideology. He must be crushed 
just as we must crush all other 
Fascists. 

“From one end of the world to 
the other, I have seen that there 
is a basic friendship existing be- 
tween Jews and Negroes, despite 
economic, educational and cul- 
tural differences. 

“If the differences and the dis- 
agreements are faced openly, 
they can be resolved and that 
basic friendship permitted to 
flourish. 

“Negroes and Jews must fight 


together for the conditions which © 


safeguard them both, such as 
full employment, decent housing, 
and a Fair Employment Prac- 
tices Law. 

“I spent last summer in Eu- 
rope on a USO tour. There I 
saw the pitiful starving rem- 
nants of European Jewry. But 
there I saw also great changes 
taking*place in the governmental 
structure of countries such as 
Czechoslovakia, France, Bul- 
garia, Yugoslavia and Rumania. 
The change is being made at 
great cost, for the remnants of 
European Fascism are fighting 
hard to retain the power of life 
and death in their selfish hands. 

“In the struggle against these 
Fascists, and Fascists in this 
country, it is of supreme import- 
ance for Jews, Negroes and other 
minorities to fight the true en- 
emy, not each other. 

“If the Jews, whose culture 
reaches back centuries, whose re- 
ligion gave birth to the religion 
of the rest of the world, whose 
citizens have always been in the 
forefront of each country in 
which they lived, are persecuted 
and exterminated, then what 
hope is there for the Negro? 

“There can be no opportunity 
for the one without opportunity 
for the other.”

Are Our Synagogues Too Mercenary? 


E Post has written many an editorial 

about the mercenary aspects of the syna- 
gogue, and if a factual survey could be made, 
it would probably be found that the majority 
of the unafiliated are alienated from the syna- 
gogue for exactly this one reason, 


In most congregational bulletins of the cur- 
rent weeks, Passover seders are being an- 
nounced, Plates are anywhere from $3.00 to 
$5.00 per person. This sum may not be import- 
ant to the majority of the membership, but 
unquestionably there is a large segment who 
find their participation in this synagogue func- 
tion, as they must find it in other activities too, 
precluded by reason of the cost. 


In another synagogue bulletin of current 
date, there is a large half-page announcement 
calling attention to “the Naming of the Child in 
the Synagogue.” This is a beautiful custom, 
the thought struck us, and its practice should 


be more widely adopted. But in the blank ask. 
ing for the child’s name, ete., is this line: “I 
gladly offer to the Synagogue a donation of 
$s ” 





Unquestionably synagogues must be sup- 
ported and The Post would be the last to say. 
that their support in overly adequate, but the 
present methods of asking for money are 
neither dignified nor conducive to the religious 
spirit. The problem is more serious than most 
religious leaders will concede. It warrants dis- 
cussion by those closely connected with the 
synagogue, for it is quite likely that any re. 
turn to the synagogue may be completely 
thwarted by just this situation. 

Although The Post has seen no comment on 
this point anywhere, it should be remembered 
that the Post chapel or services in the field 
found no appeals for money, every worshipper 
was more than welcome and none stayed away 
because he couldn’t pay the dues. 


Fagan Deserves Wider Field 


HE article in this issue in connection with 
s the talk last Sunday of Maurice H. Fagan, 
executive director of the Jewish Community 
Relations Council, calls attention to a public 
servant in the Jewish field who is doing a dif- 
ficult job effectively, and whose work certainly 
must by this time have earned the interest of 
national Jewish organizations.

hamstring him, and whose ability is so sorely 
needed on the national. scene.

Campaign To Abolish “Restricted” Resort 
Situation Urged By The Sentinel of Chicago— 
Now that Spring is officially near at hand, a 
reader has called our attention to a perennial 
problem of long. standing in the nearby state 
of Wisconsin. Briefly, the difficulty that exists 
is that outside of a few places at Elkhart Lake, 
Eagle River, and several other scattered com- 
munities, most Wisconsin resorts still indulge 
in the definitely un-American practice of being 
“restricted.” 

Lest we be falsely accused of interfering in 
the internal affairs of a friendly neighbor, and 
subjected to a barrage of letters “in defense 
of the honor of our fair state,” we hasten to 
point out that our own immediate interests are 
directly involved. 

In the first place, the Wisconsin Tourist Bu- 
reau, located on North Michigan Avenue, is 
spending quite a sum of money in fancy 
propaganda designed to lure us unsuspecting 
Illinoisians into spending our hard-earned vaca- 
tion money at Wisconsin resorts. Furthermore, 
it so happens that this state-supported tourist 
bureau is forced to service resorts engaged in 
practicing this un-American discrimination. 
Taxpayer’s monies, therefore, are helping pro

mote bigotry and intolerance in our midst. The 
people of Wisconsin must shoulder part of this 
blame. 

We suggest to our Wisconsin contemporary 
in the English-Jewish field, which is one of the 
rare open apologists for the discredited “shah- 
shah” policy, that it undertake a campaign to 
abolish this un-American evil. We dare to be 
so bold as to suggest that perhaps a change 
from “shah-shah” to public exposure might do 
the trick. One thing is certain. Any improve: 
ment whatsoever in this particular instance, 
would be of immediate value to the cause of 
American democracy. 

Our Wisconsin editorial friends, apparently, 
have not yet learned the elementary lesson of 
history. That lesson, simply put, is that only 
by fighting fascism militantly and uncom- 
promisingly can it be destroyed. Racial and re- 
ligious discrimination in any form, is a po- 
tential manifestation of fascism. The fact that 
it occurs in our own America—even Wisconsin 
—does not alter its logic. 

“Sah-shah” has failed in the case of removing 
the barriers from Wisconsin’s “restricted” re- 
sorts. We are certain that a more direct and 
courageous method will have the desired effect.

ALPERT ASKS WHY LOWENTHAL 
DOESN'T WRITE LETTERS HIMSELF

in Palestine. These were indica- 
tions of defeatism, pessimism, 
lack of faith in the Zionist fu- 
ture, and it would be a matter 
of moral courage and mental 
honesty to let them go unchal- 
lenged.

WARNING HIM TO. WATCH WHAT HE WRITES 


Editor, The Jewish Post, 

Here’s a letter which is typical 
recently: “Dear Rabbi Schultz: 
Some of your quotations from 
the Yiddish press are awfully 
frank. Many cracks about Jewish 
faults, Jewish communists, Gen- 
tiles, etc., could easily be used 
against us by the anti-Semites. I 
think you as a rabbi, columnist, 
and leader, should be very care- 
ful. You should never put a line 
on paper without thinking: ‘Will 
this make a friend or an enemy 
for us? What will a Gentile say 
if he picks this up?’ Maybe it’s 
all right in the Yiddish press; 
but not in English.” 

May I through The Post, ad- 
dress myself thus, to anyone who 
thinks that way: 

Anti-Semites will always find 
something to quote, in or out of 
context. Hatred is a complicated 
thing, with roots far deeper than 
what you imply. “The Protocols 
ef the Elders of Zion” are be- 
lieved by millions. They were in- 
vented out of the whole cloth, 
and we had nothing to do with 
them. If we ever have trouble in 
this country, it will not be be- 
cause of anything quoted from 
the Yiddish press. 


I realize you mean well. You 
want me to consider how a Gen- 
tile would react to certain things. 
But, friend, we are writing for 
Jews, not for Gentiles. Otherwise, 
how will the Jews in America 
have a chance to discuss their 
problems openly, (I assume you 
do not want them to go under- 
ground.) They know little enough 
as it is. Are they to be kept in 
the dark about their affairs, and 
what their fellow-Jews are say- 
ing or thinking? 


Furthermore, the whole atti- 
tude of “What will the Gentile 
say?” is now recognized to be a 
Symptom of slave-psychology, 
the badge of the sick soul, and 
of the man afraid. It is constrict- 
ing and suffocating. If it is the 
attitude of Anglo-Jewish papers, 
it explains why, with a few ex- 
ceptions, they lack quality. For- 
tunate are Yiddish readers. They 
have their intellectual give-and- 
take, on all levels; and form 


their conclusions after all the 
facts are in. Is the non-Yiddish 
» Jew, who needs this most, to be 
rived of it? Does it promise 


maturity and strength for our 
community? 

Yes, I am a rabbi. I write as 
[ preach. There are Gentiles at 
my services. I preach Jewish 
pride, and knowledge; and free- 
dom to be uninhibited Jews. I 
preach in churches, too. I am ac- 
tive in the “better understand- 
ing” movement—the movement 
to understand we are all human, 
with faults and virtues. It so 
happens that this virile attitude 
evokes response in virile Gen- 
tiles. 

Your body: needs sugar; but 
too much sugar causes diabetes. 
Cosmetics help a lady; but too 
much makes a clown. Bathing is 
good; but drowning is bad. So, 
anti-defamation work is bene- 
ficial, when not excessive. When 
it begins to color all thinking 
and action, it becomes Anti-de- 
famation-itis, dread disease. An 
illness of abasement. 

I am co-chairman of Anti- 
Defamation in Yonkers. I don’t 
think our office feels as you do. 
If it does, I am in the wrong 
pew. 

It was nice to get this off my 
chest. Don’t hesitate to get any- 
thing off yours.

Wants Answer to NRS'’s SYNAGOGUE COUNCIL ASKS B‘NAI B'RITH 
TO ASSIST IN HOUSING PROGRAM 


Million-Dollar Budget 
Editor, The Jewish Post, 

Being away from home a good 
part of the time, I do not have 
a chance to read The Jewish Post 
very often. As it happens, I just 
read the Feb. 22 issue, and I was 
particularly interested in the 
question raised by Carl Alpert 
regarding the National Rufugee 
Service and it million dollar bud- 
get. 

I have been pondering over 
this matter for quite some time, 
hence I am glad he has decided 
to handle it through his column, 
“I Think as I Please.” I wonder 
if and/or when an answer will be 
forthcoming. 

I noticed the figures quoted 
were the amounts allocated to 
the N. R. S. from the United 
Jewish Appeal nationally. I am 
surprised, however, that he made 
no mention of the vast amount of 
additional money -contributed 
from the campaign funds col- 
lected in each community. These 
funds were deducted annually by 
the local Welfare Funds for 
their local Refugee Committee’s 
budget, then the balance was 
sent on to the U. J. A. office in 
New York. 

Strangely enough, my impres- 
sion has been that it must have 
cost nearly as much to settle a 
Jew here as it would have cost 
to colonize him in Palestine. 

Perhaps I am wrong, but I do 
believe it would prove a most 
interesting and worthwhile inves- 
tigation. We could then ascer- 
tain what if actually did cost 
American Jewry to bring into the 
prosperous United States this 
not too large number of refugees, 
most of whom are. definitely 
more than merely “self-support- 
ing” today. 

Now I do not wish to create 
the impression that I deplore our 
having rescued the thousands of 
refugee Jews who were fortunate 
enough to have been brought 
here. That’s not the question 
raised either by the article nor 
by my comments. 

To me, as a Zionist, interested 
in fund-raising for colonization 
—which, as is well known, is the 
costliest of all methods of relief 
—there has always been the 
question of the apportioning of 
the funds within the U. J. A. So, 
in summing up the national allo- 
cation for the N. R. S., together 
with the local hundreds of com- 
munal allocations, it struék me 
as being disproportionate at all 
times. 

Mr. Alpert’s leading question 
regarding the million dollar bud- 
get for 1946 surely ought to re- 
ceive a clear and succinct reply 
even if “what’s past is done.”

May I call your attention to 
an editorial comment which ap- 
peared in The Jewish Post of 
March 15 wherein it is suggested 
that the Synagogue Council “ar- 
range for B’nai B’rith’s War 
Service Committee active coop- 
eration” in the share-the-hous- 
ing program. 

I have discussed this matter 
with the President of the Syna- 
gogue Council and we see no ob- 
jection to delegating this work to 
your War Service Committee. Of 
course, the President of the 
United States having invited the 
Catholic and Protestant church 
leadership to initiate this pro- 
gram, it was fitting and proper 
that the Synagogue Council, 
spokesman for the Jewish relig- 
ious bodies, be similarly invited, 
first of all because of the public 
relations value of Jewish relig- 
ious participation in a program 
conducted by Christian religious 
bodies, and secondly because the 
Synagogue Council has direct 
contact with all the Rabbis and 


religious leaders in the country, 
who reach a substantial propor- 
tion of our people. 

However, now that the initial 
announcement has been made by 
the Synagogue Council, it would 
seem quite proper for B'nai 
P’rith to take over the imple- 
mentation of the program and 
use the initial call of the Syna- 
gogue Council as a_ starting 
point. If B’nai B’rith wishes to 
participate in this program, we 
should be glad to give you all the 
help necessary to make it as ef- 
fective as possible. 


The Synagogue Council has 
willingly referred various secu- 
lar services which it was called 
on to perform to organizations 
better equipped to do them. May 
I take this opportunity to repeat 
the suggestion that projects deal- 
ing with the religious and ethical 
life of the community be dele- 
gated to the Synagogue Council 
of America. Thus greater coop- 
eration between religious and 
secular bodies may be achieved, 
raising the dignity and the mor- 
ale of both.

TO BE BROUGHT HERE; 6 OTHERS DEAD 


Editor The Jewish Post: 

I am David Stern a brief story 
of whose life you have printed as 
a letter from Walter Hess in The 
Jewish Post of Friday, Nov. 23, 
1945. In it mention was made of 
how Mr. L. L. Goodman of the 
National Silk Hosiery Mills and 
his friends did everything to help 
make out affidavits for my fam- 
ily whom I left in Hungary when 
I came to the United States as a 
refugee in 1940. 

The loss of my wife and six 
children as my blood sacrifice to 
the scourge of Nazidom and the 
survival of a son and half dead 
girl were also reported. The ar- 
ticle concluded with the words: 
“David keeps on praying as hard 
as only a man of his religious 
spirit can ... maybe a wonder 
will happen ... but the chances 
are slim indeed.” 


1 am writing this letter as a se- 
quel to this report to show that 
the Almighty God has made a 
wonder to happen. He has in his 
kind wisdom and mercy made a 
miracle to pass which will glad- 
den my bleeding heart. The won- 
der is that generous people who 
live for others do exist. The in- 
strumentality and messenger of 
His great generosity in this mir- 
acle is the honorable L. L. Good- 
man of the National Silk Hosiery 
Mills of Indianapolis. 

Mr. Goodman’s co-affidavits will 
bring my two remaining children 
and four nephews and nieces to 
this country. The childnan whose 
very life and purpose for living 
will be restored by Mr. € »yodman’s 


generosity will surely grow into 
loyal and useful Jewish-American 
citizens. They will be a living re 
minder of the miracle which the 
generosity and great humaneness 
of Mr. Goodman have wrought. 
By deed he has given us a living 
example of the justification of 
continued reliance and trust in 
God. By deed he has shown the 
best features of Democracy in ac- 
tion. At the same time he has 
made six new living champions 
of Democracy out of the abandon- 
ed orphans, who have been given 
a new lease on life. 


The six children—*orphans— 
whom Mr. Goodman’s affidavits 
will help bring here will forever 
bless him and his family as well 
as alleviate the heart-aches of a 
man, whom God has indeed tried 
very hard. 


I am sure that other such mir- 
acles will happen and can hap- 
pen, that other messengers of 
God’s Mercy in your and other 
American communities LIVE and 
will make themselves heard. It 
will be to their blessing to extend 
more needed aid to orphaned chil- 
dren whose weak voices are being 
heard more and more daily. I 
have heard from many such my- 
self. If any one of your readers 
is willing to help, please com- 
municate with National Refugee 
Service or with the undersigned.

SAYS RABBI NOT ALLOWED TO BE 


RABBI BY MANY OTHER DUTIES 


Editor, The Jewish Post, 

A short while back, a column 
appeared in The Post, carrying 
an Al Segal by-line, which at the 
very outset seemed rather amus- 
ing but which as it gathered way 
turned tou to be an unbargained- 
for pass at the American rabbi- 
nate. The column I have refer- 
ence to is the “Rabbi Crosby” 
piece in which Jewish religious 
leadership was charged with be- 
ing derelict in its ministerial 
duties, and, consequently, entire- 
ly accountable for the wishy- 
washy state of Jewish religious 
life in our country. 


Reading his columns from Sab- 
bath to Sabbath has taught me 
that Al Segal is not to be taken 
too seriously. Despite my being 
a relative newcomer to the rab- 
binate, I have already learned to 
be non-reactive to caustic utter- 
ances against my calling, whether 
they come in the usual form of 
irritating sniping or in the form 
of concentrated broadsides. These 
only tend to embitter the Rabbi 
and unnecessarily upset his men- 
tal equilibrium. 


What has ._prompted me in this 
instance, however, to depart from 
my usual procedure of grinning 
and bearing Segal’s quips has 
been the fact that during the 
three weeks following the appear- 
ance of his remarks not only has 
no one stepped forth to erase the 
distressing impression his article 
must surely have created with his 
readers, but on the contrary, sev- 
eral readers, in their letters to the 
editor, even have been quick to 
join the Al Segal chorus. 

Quipping, making snap judg- 
ments, confusing—as Segal often 
does—symptoms with causes, of- 
fering clever solutions to a prob- 
lem that is, to begin with, ground- 
ed in a false premise are less 
mentally exacting than applying 
oneself to a problem with the in- 
strument of reason. American 
Jewry, however, cannot possibly 
be aided by such fanciful flights 
into the mental _ stratosphere. 
These usually have the reverse ef- 
fect of working havoc with the 
thinking of the average Jew who, 
as is so tragically often the case, 
is lullec into closing his eyes to 
the more realistic causes of 
Israel’s vexing problems. It is, 
after all, far more convenient to 
jump on a ready-made wagon 
than to construct one’s own. 

I therefore offer the first dis- 
senting opinion and what appears 
to me to be a more basic ap- 
proach to the problem of the mis- 
sing “Rabbi Crosby”s in Jewish 
life. 

Discussing the spiritual crisis 
confronting world Jewry, in an 
address on Feb. 25—an address, 
parenthetically, which deserved 
greater coverage in the press 
than it was given—Dr. Louis 
Finkelstein, president of the Jew- 
ish Theological Seminary of 
America,e made some revealing 
statistical comparison regarding 
the members of the first estate. 
Eight million Methodists in the 
United States, he said, are served 
by some twenty thousand min- 
isters—one spiritual leader to 
every 400 laymen. There is one 
ecclesiastic -for every 350 Epis- 
copalians; one priest, for every 
1,000 Roman Catholics. 5,000,000 
Jews, however, “even if we in- 
cluded every man acting as rabbi 
of a congregation, _ whether 
trained here or abroad, in a theo- 
logical school, or under guidance 
of another rabbi, whether young 
or superannuated,” are minis- 
tered to by no more than about 
1,600 rabbis, representing less 
than one spiritual head for every 
three thousand Jews. 

Even on a purely comparative 
statistical basis, intimate ac- 


quaintance on the part of the in- 
dividual rabbi with his flock ap- 
pears to be quite remote. When 


to these eye-opening calculations 
are added the rabbi’s daily wres- 
tle with all the gremlins of dis- 
belief and cynicism that estrange 
our people from religion; his un- 
relenting attempt to overcome 
widespread ignorance and, what 
is worse, indifference; his answer- 
ing the calls of a thousand and 
one organizations that pounce up- 
on him like a swarm of seven- 
year locusts, tearing at his en- 
ergy; and his regular schedule of 
administrative minutiae, the spiri- 
tual leader who withal can find 
time to minister to the personal 
spiritual needs of his congre- 
gants is a miracle worker. 

This letter is not intended to be 
an apologia pro vita mea. Nor 
does it attempt to absolve those— 
and admittedly there are some— 
rabbis who either consider pas- 
toral duties beneath their dignity 
or outside the orbit of their at- 
tention. The overwhelming num- 
ber of spiritual leaders today are 
agreed that personal ministry 
must be a compelling directive in 
our religious thinking. If the 
chaplaincy has done anything for 
the American rabbinate it has 
brought into full focus the fact of 
the regrettable absence of such 
personal relationship in the pre- 
war conduct of civilian life. 

The writer, then, hardly comes 
to minimize the therapeutic and 
spiritual value of friendly, per- 
sonal ministrations and interest 
on the part of the official repre- 
sentative of the synagogue. With- 
out question, the true meaning of 
ministry is working with human 
beings—their needs, their prob- 
lems of human relationship, their 
desires. In this day and age, 
when life is beset by tragic world 
problems that weigh so heavily 
upon men’s minds, creating count- 
less searching and restive souls, 
there is no doubt but that the re- 
ligious message can effectively 
come through a return to the ori- 
ginal Chassidic conception of the 
function of the rebbe. Individual- 
ized influence and contact are ab- 
solutely vital for the mental ad- 
justment and psychic health of 
the little fellow with his heart- 
aches and headaches, his anx- 
ieties and yearnings. I have al- 
ways placed great stress upon 
the value of training student 
rabbis in psychology and in the 
rudiments of psychiatry and men- 
tal hygiene. 

Enthused by his experience of 
the rewarding results of personal 
ministry in the service and de- 
termined to carry his knowledge 
into civilian practice, many a 
chaplain who has again donned 
his civilian vestments has dis- 
covered, to his distress, that he 
has been unable to depart appre- 
ciably from the conventional pre- 
war practices of the rabbinate. 

The reasons for this evidence of 
rabbinics as usual lie in the na- 
ture of the calling. Unlike the 
tradition] conception of the func- 
tion of Israel’s leaders, in Ameri- 
can life, a multiplicity of duties 
is conjured up by the term “rab- 
bi,” varying from the size, posi- 
tion, and influence of the congre- 
gation. Some of our synagogues 
are big-business enterprises where 
the assignment of doing public 
relations work and attracting the 
public’s eye to the activities of the 
congregation is handed the rabbi. 
With most of our places of wor- 
ship in a merry whirligig of com- 
petition for prestige, large mem- 
bership rolls, and impressive af- 
filiates, which create the appear- 
ance of spirit and vitality in our 
religious life, the rabbi is kept 
quite occupied broadcasting his 
congregation’s functions to the 
world, 

In former days, the rabbi was 
also free from the million admin- 
istrative and other supervisory 
duties that demand his attention 
today, emacting a tremendous toll 


of his energies and whittling 
down the time he might well al- 
lot to true service to the congre- 
gation. He is constantly preoc- 
cupied with relatively insignifi- 
cant matters involved in a life- 
long round of trivalities, and in 
money-raising for this or the 
other project both synagogual 
and extra-synagogual. 

Chaplain Edward Sandrow, in 
an article in The Reconstruction- 
ist in February of last year, 
epitomized the reactions of his 
chaplain colleagues in this la- 
ment: “What a grind the whole 
community set-up appears to be! 


What a waste of one’s life! Such 
pettiness, such littleness, such 
nothingness.” 


Even should the rabbi recog- 
nize much of his rabbinic ado as 
petty, or little, or of no worth, 
it is hardly so regarded by the 
lay heads whom he serves. There 
is little the rabbi can do. His 
bread and butter staring him in 
the face, he hardly dares but 
yield. 

Aside from the score of tasks 
that attend the rabbi as edu- 
cator, supervisor, and, frequently, 
as instructor of Hebrew, Sunday 
School, and adult classes, there 
are innumerable outside calls up- 
on his time. It is simple to wave 
these aside, with Segal, and pos- 
tulate that they merit little con- 
sideration from the rabbi whose 
all-absorbing concern should be 
his immediate flock. 

Some rabbis are literally crush- 
ed beneath heavy speasing- 
schedules. This is unfortunate. 
The new day, however, has 
brought with it new demands. 
Historic forces and circumstances 
have made of the rabbi not only 
a servant of his congregation but 
rightly a servant of his people. 
When he addresses a Zionist rally, 
a UJA mass meeting, or a B’nai 
B’rith relief function, he is ad- 
dressing himself to legitimate 
Jewish needs. If the individual 
Jew has today lost his place to 
organization, it is because he is 
partly responsible for the crea- 
tion of the very organizations, 
groups, and institutions in terms 
of which the rabbi is constantly 
thinking and at whose beck -and 
call he is asked to place his time. 

Rabbis living in the larger 
cities, some of which are woe- 
fully over-organized, have their 
hands full trying to decline the 
multitude of invitations from 
local groups. From personal ex- 
perience, I can relate that to turn 
down, an invitation to address 
such a group or to be present at 
one of its affairs is to bring down 
upon one’s head an avalanche of 
wrath and all the ugly, written 
and unwritten genres of humilia- 
tion. 

There is, however, an aspect of 
our organizational life in Amer- 
ica which, albeit Segal may dis- 
agree, makes it virtually impera- 


tive that rabbis participate. 
Where would Zionism be in 
Americ: today without the im- 


petus and depth lent to it by the 
rabbinate? Can one really over- 
look the tremendous effart of the 
Silver-tongued rabbinic orators, 
their brilliant leadership in win- 
ning men and nations to our 
cause, and the untiring efforts 
of the mass of spiritual leaders 
in bringing the urgency of the 
Zionist message to the world? 

Perhaps the rabbis would not 
have had to step so glaringly into 
the Zionist picture had conditions 
in American Jewish life been dif- 
ferent. Conditions what they are, 
however, it is puerile to suggest 
that they now bequeath the con- 
cern for the fate and future of 
the Jewish people entirely to 
communal-minded laymen. 

We stand on a far lower level 
of Jewish lay leadership today 
than at any time in our history. 
Of course, we have many leaders 
of Jews, but few Jewish leaders, 
Jewish leadership presupposes, 
by the very nature of the Jewish 
problem, reverence for and in- 
sight into the Jewish modus viv-

Gentlemen: 

Our attention has been called 
to an editorial in The Jewish 
Post of Indianapolis | entitled 
“What the Conclusion Against 
the J. W. V. Means.” The edi- 
torial purports to report a de- 
cision reached by those attending 
a conference of Veterans and 
Chaplains sponsored by the Jew- 
ish Reconstructionist Foundation, 
Inc., on March 10th. Apparently 
The Post took as authority an 
erroneous and misrepresenting 
version of the conference which 
appeared in the J. T. A. bulletin. 

There were no _ conclusions 
reached concerning veterans 
joining and veterans’ organiza- 
tions at all. There was no action 
taken on the matter and no at- 
tempt to play any veteran organi- 
zation against any other. There 
were individual opinions ex- 
pressed about the advisability of 
Jewish soldiers joining specifi- 
cally Jewish veteran organiza- 
tions, but there was no mention 
of any particular Jewish veter- 
ans organization. Such opinions 
represented only individual 
ideas and had neither the action 
of the conference group nor the 
Foundation to bolster them.

For instance, in the 
last issue of “The Jewish Vet- 
eran” there was an appeal to the 
local posts to keep fighting for 
elimination of discrimination in

This is just a quick 
sampling.

Witout being steeped in our age- 
old traditions and the ideals they 
manifest, one would be lacking 
in the psychological faculty of 
sympathetic penetration into the 
soul of our people, and hence, 
could never be a correct influence 
in molding and directing Jewish 
lives. The rabbis, therefore, have 
had to fill a great need. 

Most communal activities, rang- 


ing all the way from education 
to philanthrophy, have for a long 
time been in the control of peo 
ple with secularist philosophies. 
It has often been pointed out that 
some of those leaders may very 
well be members of religious it 
stitutions. However, in their daily 
practice—so vital to the future 
of people—they seem to be total 
ly indifferent to its message

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SAYS RABBIS NOT ALLOWED 
T0 BE RABBIS BY OTHER DUTIES

Rabbis have a right to feel that 


the influence of the religious view- 
point is necessarily to keep Amer- 
jean Jewish leadership from los- 
ing sight of the motivating forces 
of Jewish life. 

There is still another factor 
militating against the rabbi’s giv- 
jng fullest attention to pastoral 
duties. Although respect for 
Jearning as such is not one of 
the prominent virtues of Ameri- 
can Jewish communities, rabbis 
nevertheless are expected to be 
fully conversant with modern lit- 
erature, contemporary utterances, 
the results of research in the na- 
tural and social sciences, art, phil- 
osophy, and education and to 
pave more than a passing fa- 
miliarity with the currents of 
contemporary life and thought. 
These are prerequisities in serv- 
ing Israel’s religious needs. While 
it is admitted generally that rab- 
bis need time for study, laymen 
are not always ready to grant 
the amount of tiene necessary for 
such concentration on the part 
of the rabbi. Nor do they suf- 
ficiently appreciate that the rabbi, 
being of a minority culture, has 
a far greater burden of study 
than a minister. 

Of course, rabbis have no right 
to go off for indefinite periods of 
time to what Professor Mordecai 
Kaplan once termed “ivory tow- 
ers of scholastic detachment.” 
Some academic detachment is 
necessary, however, if not for the 
purpose of keeping abreast of 
Jewish and general knowledge, 
then at least for the practical 
and utilitarian purpose of replen- 
ishing one’s supply of homiletic 
or sermonic material. Congrega- 
tions soon grow tired of weekly 
sermons illumined only by glitter- 
ing generalities. 


While ignorance of Jewish 
sources is often held excusable in 
laymen, in rabbis, it is a betrayal 
of their calling. No rabbi is 
worthy of his title who does not 
embody the ideal of learning so 
characteristic of Jewish leader- 
ship throughout the ages. 


A rabbi must be at home in 
the realm of books. Else, he soon 
finds himself in a state of mental 
repose — himself unstimulating 
and his congregants unstimu- 
lated. Myself no great devotee of 
the book-review sermon, I can yet 
appreciate the opportunity it af- 
fords the rabbi to read a book 
occasionally. 


That some rabbis have even 
found time to write important 
works is all to their credit and 
to the ultimate enrichment of 
American Jewish thought. Sub- 
tract the literary contributions of 
the rabbis, and you deprive Amer- 
fean Jewish letters of much of 
their luster. 


“Turning our attention once 
again to the synagogue, it is not 
at all difficult to perceive that syn- 
agogues today are simply not or- 
ganized in a manner making for 
Personal relationship between 
tabbi and congregant. They are 
large, unwieldy institutions, boast- 
ing memberships running into 
the two and three zero columns. 
Where there is more than one 
fabbi, such personal relationship 
ls perhaps within the realm of 
Possibility. Where, as in the over- 


Wwhelming number of instances, 


the rabbi has to play a solo part, 
these ministrations are virtually 
impossible of attainment. It is 
no more possible for the lone rab- 
bi in the congregation of today 
of three to four hundred mem- 
bers to get to know his flock in- 
timately than it is for the owner 
of a similarly staffed factory to 
become personally acquainted 
with every one of his employees. 
In any case, the disadvantage 
would still lie with the rabbi, 
despite the equality in numbers, 
for the employer at least is able 
to see his help every day. Some 
congregants make only an annual, 
one-day pilgrimage to the syna- 
gogue. 


Either smaller congregations 
or larger religious staffs or both 
is the answer. 


So utterly pusiness-minded in 
their mundane affairs, it is sur- 
prising how unrealistic laymen 
can be with regard to the running 
of a synagogue. Perhaps their 
defective view of the good re- 
ligious life stems from the fact 
that there is such confusion in 


lay minds as to what the func- _ 


tions of a synagogue and a rabbi 
should be. Most committees dele- 
gated to interview candidates for 
their pulpits set up their own 
criteria they wish to look for. 
Some do not even bother doing 
that, and appearance and impres- 
sion make the rabbi. At any rate, 
there are no universal standards 
by which prospective pulpiteers 
are gauged. 


I wonder whether more than a 
relatively paltry number of such 
committees ever let the question 
of the candidates’ pastoral abili- 
ties enter into their thinking? The 
personal ministrations in com- 
forting the bereaved, encouraging 
the sick, raising the hopes of the 
depressed, and inspiring the 
young are intangibles. They do 
not appear on the past record of 
a rabbi, when interviewed, though 
they may have made more whole- 
some Jews and happier individ- 
uals during his years as a rabbi. 


What, it appears to me, is need- 
ed in American Jewish life is a 
two-fold program of thinking and 
acting along new lines. The mea- 
suring rod of a congregation’s ful- 
filling its function should not be 
its accumulated wealth, member- 
ship roster, social facilities, or 
even the oratorical genius of its 
rabbi, but the spiritual service it 
renders and the degree to which 
it makes Judaism operative in the 
lives of its members. A new out- 
look on the part of laymen re- 
garding the functions of a rabbi 
will thus directly affect the con- 
tent of our religious life. 


If American Jewry continues to 
be tragically negligent of its obli- 
gations to its religious institu- 
tions, these will continue to be 
the weakest arm of our Jewish 
organism. If our rabbinical sem- 
inaries and, indeed, the whole 
structure of Jewish education 
must go begging for funds, we 
can never hope to come closer to 
the ratio of ministers to laymen 
in Christian denominations, which 
has been the prime factor in their 
more efficient religious programs. 
There will continue to be many 
a Father Crosby and nary a Rabbi 
Crosby. 

The faults and the failings of 
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our religious program lie primar- 
ily with the laity, and the impetus 
for a change must largely come 
from the laity. What is needed 
is an inner awakening and an 
honest self-analysis on the part of 
the whole of American Israel. 

Until such time—Mr. Segal 
please take note!—the complexi- 
ties of our religious problems 
cannot be summarily dismissed 
by placing the full mantle of re- 
sponsibility for American Israe]’s 
failings upon American Israel’s 
rabbis.

I would like to make a sug- 
gestion, based on an idea which 
came to me some time ago when 
I got in touch with a small N. E. 
town who were looking for a part 
time Hebrew teacher, but who 
were apparently unable to pay 
the expenses involved. Several of 
those Jewish communities should 
join, maybe with the help of some 
Jewish educational or congrega- 
tional institutions, and hire an 
itinerant Jewish instructor who 
could easily, in this age of fast 
transportation, take care of 2 to 
4 communities every week, espec- 
ially where only 2 or 3 lessons a 
week are required. The combined 
wages paid by these communities 
would probably exceed the salary 
actually paid by the average He. 
brew School and would thus pro- 


vide an incentive to the teacher. 


I remember having seen some- 
thing like this in France, and I 
am sure it would help here, too
